The sword is certainly some- 
thing to brag about! Described 
as “a fine example of the most 
elaborate presentation Ameri- 
can officer's swords of the 
Mexican War era,” it belonged 
to Gen. Braxton Bragg, C.S.A. It 
was presented to the Museum 
of the City of Mobile by Nor- 
borne R. Clarke, M.D., in mem- 
ory of Margaret Reinhard 
Clarke. The general’s niece 
had presented the sword to 
Clarke.»

Bragg was born in Warren 
County, N.C., March 22, 1817. 
He stood fifth in his graduat- 
ing class of 55 at West Point, 
in 1837, and soon became a 
lieutenant in the regular Army. 
He served in Florida, in the In- 
dian Wars, from 1838-1845, 
and became a captain during 
the Mexican War, at Fort 
Brown. 

Other promotions followed, 
as he made his distinguished 
way up the U.S. Army chain — 
he was named a major at Mon- 
terey, and a lieutenant colonel 
at Buena Vista. His success 
was glorious, and Mobilians 
rejoiced in his gallantry: In- 
scribed on a gold plate, on the 
reverse of the sword, is the 
notation, ‘Presented by the 
citizens of Mobile as a testimo- 
nial of their admiration of the 
gallant conduct of Maj. Braxton 
Bragg in the attack of Monte- 
rey and more particularly in 
contributing greatly as he did 
to the glorious victory at Bue- 
vna Vista.” 

The sword was made by N.P. 
‘Ames of Springfield, Mass. 

*Bragg’s climb in the service 
of the United States came to a 
‘sudden halt with the events of 
1861. His loyalties lay with the 
South, so he, resigned, volun- 
‘tering his, “services to his 
friend Jefferson Davis. 

“The offer was.accepted, and 
‘Bragg used the sword through 
‘service. in command of Confed- 


erate forces at Pensacola and 
Mobile. In 1862 he was given 
command of the Department of 
Alabama and West Florida, 
serving as a major general. At 
Shiloh, he succeeded Gen. Al- 
bert Sidney Johnston in com- 
mand. Next, Bragg was pro- 
moted to full general, in 
command of the Army of Ten- 
nessee — ‘he was one of eight 
general officers of the Confed- 
eracy who held the rank of full 
general, and before Lee was 
named General of the Armies, 
Bragg was in charge of all 
Confederate forces under 
arms. 

After the war he took up a 
career as a civil engineer, and 
as chief engineer of Alabama 
he designed a system of jetties 


for the Mobile harbor. While 
he was engaged in this work 
he lived in a small house next 
door to that of his brother on 
Spring Hill Avenue. (The John 
Bragg House is today known 


as the Bragg-Mitchell Home, 


1906 Spring Hill Ave., and is 
one of Mobile’s outstanding 
examples of the white-col- 
umned antebellum architectur- 
al genre, and is itself open for 
public touring.) 

Just below the sword in the 
display case is another weap- 
on, which shows that the gen- 
eral understood the strengths 
of surprise as well as swash- 
buckling. It’s a small dagger, a 
silver-mounted Italian stiletto, 
and was also presented by 
Clarke. A small clasp on its

sheath permitted it to be se- 
creted inside the general’s 
vest, between his shoulder 
blades. Then, if trouble came 
suddenly, he could casually 
reach back, apparently to 
smooth his hair or scratch his 
neck, only to whip out the 
dagger and hur! it. 

The body of Gen. Braxton 
Bragg was buried in Confeder- 
ate Rest, in Magnolia Ceme- 
tery.

H.C.Herring, Jr. was the last mem-— 
ber of the Bragg-Herring families to 
worship in the Moss Point Presbyterian 
Church. The association of these two 
families with this church spanned 113 
years. 

Dr. W.D.Bragg, H.C.'s grandfather, 
became affiliated with the M.P. Presby- 
terian Church in 1877; he was a deacon 
and then a ruling elder. In 1890 he 
and his family were dismissed from this 
church to Scranton to assist in the 
organization of what is now the First 
Presbyterian Church of Pascagoula. 

H.C.'s father, H.C.Herring, Sr. 
came into the church upon a profession 
of faith in 1889. He was dismissed to 
unite with a church in Beaumont, Texas 
and in 1896 he and his wife, Lola Bragg 
Herring, reunited with the M.P. Church, 
He was a deacon from 1901 until his 
death in 1927. 

To this Bragg-Herring union several 
children were born, among them H.C. 
Herring, Jr. Upon a profession of faith 
he became a member of the church in 
1924, and with the exception of a few 
years at Springhill, La. and Georgetown, 
S.C., he remained an active member. 
When he reunited with the church in 
1950 from Georgetown, his wife, Bernice, 
united with the church. 

Mr. Herring was ordained a deacon 
on April 8, 1951 and remained on the 
active diaconate until January 5, 1987 
at which time he was granted emeritus 
status, a status he enjoyed until his 
recent death.
